A tborougb  search  of  our  records  Indicates  this  partictilar 
sighting  vss  not  reported  to  the  Air  Force* 

A check  vith  Air  Force  radar  and  weather  stations  in  the  area 
failed  to  disalw  any  vehicle  or  balloon  in  the  area  at  the  time 
which  would  cause  the  effects  described  in  the  news  article* 

The  fact  that  Civil  Aeronautics  Adialni  strati  on  personnel  and 
local  airport  officials  saw  nothing  unusual  is  also  considered 
significant*
